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^  C  TING  on  the  suggestion  ol  the  Local  Government  Board, 
my  Report  for  the  year  1915  will  be  short.  Under  normal 
conditions  the  population  of  the  Leek  Rural  Area  would  have  been 
estimated  at  15,981.  but  owing  to  the  war  there  has  been  a  dimin¬ 
ution  of  population  due  to  the  number  of  men  who  have  joined 
the  colours,  and  the  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  civil 
population  of  this  district  for  1915  at  15,641. 

The  births  for  1915  belonging  to  this  District  numbered  355, 
a  decrease  of  34  compared  to  1914.  This  is  the  smallest  number 
recorded  for  the  last  ten  years,  and  is  a  great  reduction  from  the 
number  in  1910.  viz.,  422.  Of  the  b  Tths  registered  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  (.14  were  illegitimate),  175  were  males  and  169  were  females, 
'the  birth-rate  was  22-6,  which  is,  I  think,  the  lowest  on  record. 
The  births  registered  in  the  4  Registration  Areas  are  as  follows: 

Leek  49.  Leekfrith  30. 

Longnor  64.  Norton  211. 

Two  hundred  and  three  deaths  were  registered  in  the  District, 
107  males  and  96  females.  Thirteen  additional  deaths  were  trails- 
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ferred  in — including  6  from  Cheddleton  Asylum,  2  from  the  North 
Stafford  Infirmary,  1  from  Leek  Infirmary,  and  1  from  Leek  Isola¬ 
tion  Hospital.  Six  were  transferred  out,  so  that  the  total  deaths 
belonging  to  the  District  were  210,  giving  a  death-rate  of  13  4. 

The  deaths  registered  in  the  different  areas  were — 

Leek  30.  Leekfrith  10. 

Lougnor  44.  Norton  113. 

Thirty-three  infants  died  under  1  year.  Of  these  7  were 
under  1  week,  and  including  these,  9  were  under  1  month.  The 
principal  causes  of  death  were  premature  birth  and  marasmus  7  ; 
enteritis  5 ;  pneumonia  5 ;  bronchitis  4 ;  convulsions  3  ;  measles 
2;  and  whooping  cough  1.  The  infantile  death-rate  was  94 ‘6, 
which  is  practically  the  average  for  the  last  two  years.  For  the 
10  years  previous  to  this,  4,000  births  occurred  in  the  District 
with  401  deaths,  which  is  a  much  betterrecord  than  the  average 
over  the  whole  of  the  kingdom. 

Between  1  and  2  years  there  were  14  deaths. 

4  due  to  measles. 

1  to  whooping  cough. 

1  to  diphtheria. 

1  to  enteritis. 

Between  5  and  15  years  there  were  no  fewer  than  15  deaths — 
a  great  increase  on  previous  years.  This  increase  was  principally  due 
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to  the  diphtheria  epidemic  which  caused  0  deaths,  scarlet  fever  2, 
measles  and  tuberculous  meningitis  1  each. 

There  were  9  deaths  from  violence,  including  3  suicides. 

The  greatest  age  registered  was  95,  in  the  Norton  area.  The 
mean  age  at  death,  for  all  deaths  registered  in  the  District,  was 
49  years,  the  highest  since  1909. 

SEWAGE  AND  DRAINAGE  WORKS. 

The  Council  has  had  the  subject  of  the  privies  in  the  District 
under  consideration  and  instructed  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to 
prepare  a  report  on  the  subject  which  has  not  yet  been  presented. 

The  Endon  Sewage  Scheme  has  made  considerable  progress. 
It  has  been  estimated  that  this  scheme  will  cost  £8,500.  During 
the  spring  the  weather  was  good  and  the  men  employed  averaged 
over  40,  but  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  bad  weather,  scarcity 
of  labour,  and  difficulties  met  with  in  different  parts,  added  con¬ 
siderably  to  the  difficulties  of  the  contractors. 

The  Bagnall  and  Biddulph  Sewage  Schemes  are  still  under 
consideration.  In  the  case  of  the  latter,  the  difficulty  of  obtaining 
land  for  outfall  has  been  very  great,  and  will  probably  have  to  he 
met  by  obtaining  the  land  under  the  Compulsory  Clauses. 
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The  large  tank  at  Norton  Green  and  the  small  tanks  in  the 
parish  of  Norton  have  been  kept  in  good  order  and  regularly 
emptied  during  the  year. 


SCHOOLS. 

Unfortunately  there  has  been  a  large  number  of  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  in  the  schools  during  the  year. 

BADDELEY  GREEN  COUNCIL  SCHOOL.— In  this  school 
4  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  February,  and  towards  the  end 
of  March  2  further  cases,  and  2  months  later  a  single  case  was 
reported.  This  disease  again  broke  out  in  September,  and  within 
the  first  week  4  cases  occurred,  and  a  few  days  later  2  more  cases 
were  reported.  The  school  was  disinfected,  and  there  were  no 
more  cases  until  Christmas  week,  when  a  single  case  occurred. 
Only  3  cases'  of  scarlet  fever  were  reported  throughout  the  year 
The  other  cases  of  infectious  diseases  in  this  school  were  a  few 
cases  of  mumps,  and  one  or  two  of  measles  and  whooping  cough. 

BAGNALL  SCHOOL.— A  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  a 
pupil  attending  this  school,  and  in  consequence  a  large  number 
of  children  were  kept  at  home.  The  school  was  closed  for  a  fort¬ 
night.  At  the  beginning  of  July  the  attendance  dropped  to  7/3 
per  cent.,  owing  to  whooping  cough  and  measles. 

RRADNOP  SCHOOL. — This  school  was  closed  in  September 


for  3  weeks  owing  to  measles. 
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BliOWNEDGE  SCHOOL. — Single  cases  of  measles  were 
reported  in  April  and  June,  and  the  disease  re-appeared  in  Octo¬ 
ber  and  this  time  spread  rapidly,  necessitating  the  closure  of  the 
school  from  the  14th  December  for  4  weeks.  A  few  cases  of 
chicken  pox  and  one  of  scarlet  fever  were  also  notified. 

ELKSTONES  SCHOOL. — Three  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were 
notified  in  the.  spring. 

ENDON  SCHOOL. — Three  cases  of  diphtheria  in  January, 
June  and  October  were  reported. 

HORTON  LEA  SCHOOL. — This  school  had,  unfortunately,  to 
be  closed  twice  during  the  year,  on  the  first  occasion  for  three 
weeks  in  June  and  July  owing  to  whooping  cough,  and  for  a 
similar  period  in  November  owing  to  measles. 

LONGSDON  SCHOOL. — One  case  of  scarlet  fever  was 
reported  from  this  school. 

LONGNOR  SCHOOL. — Infectious  colds  and  influenza  affected 
the  attendance  at  this  school  in  February  and  again  at  mid-sum¬ 
mer.  A  few  cases  of  chicken  pox  were  reported. 

MEERBROOK  SCHOOL. — This  School  was  closed  for  three 
weeks  in  March,  owing  to  mumps. 
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XOli  ION  SI  MOOL.-  -  I  his  School  was  closed  for  three  weeks 
in  May  owing  to  measles. 

NORTON  GREEN  SCHOOL.-  This  School,  in  spite  of  an 
epidemic  of  measles  after  the  Whitsuntide  holidays,  remained 
open.  I  lie  disease  gradually  died  out. 

SHEEN  SCHOOL.  T  his  School  was  closed  in  November, 
owing  to  whooping  cough. 

W  ARSLOW  SCHOOL  Tin's  School  was  also  closed  owing  to 
whooping  cough  in  October. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  ACUTE 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

During  the  year  97  cases  were  reported  under  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Notification  Act,  and  included  43  cases  of  diphtheria, 
(i  of  erysipelas,  4/  scarlet  lever,  and  1  of  enteric.  One  case  of 
ophthalmia  neonatorum  was  notified,  and  1  of  cerebro  spinal 
meningitis. 

The  case  of  enteric  was  that  of  a  soldier,  who  had  been  inocu¬ 
lated  for  typhoid  at  a  comparatively  recent  period,  and  as  the 
diagnos  s  was  the  result  of  the  Widal  reaction  being  positive, 
f  think  the  case  may  be  deleted. 
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Four  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  in  a  farmhouse  in  the 
I'pperhulmo  district.  These  w<  re  at  once  removed  to  Hospital, 
and  there  were  no  further  east's  in  (he  neighbourhood. 

1,1  a,"hher  household  at  Elkstones  there  were  five  patients 
with  scarlet  fever.  Here,  also,  there  was  no  spread  t yf  the  disease. 

Tn  Horton,  three  persons  were  also  attacked  in  the  one  honse- 
hohl,  hut  here  the  cases  occurred  with  revoral  others  in  the  neigh- 

hourhood.  as  there  were  no  fewer  than  1.4  cases  in  this  district 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year. 

The  disease  owed  its  spread  to  some  cases  being  imperfectly 
isolated,  and  which  refused  to  be  removi  cl  to  Hospital. 

Two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  at  a  farm  at  Bradnop 
owing  to  the  visit  of  a  friend  who  had  been  some  time  discharged 
from  an  Isolation  Hospital.  These  cases  were  removed,  and  here 
.igain  no  further  cases  occurred  in  tin  neighbourhood.  The  rest 
of  the  cases  occurred  for  the  most  part  in  the  Norton  area,  eases 
cropping  up  regularly  throughout  the  year  without  spreading,  and 

pointing  to  the  probability  of  the  infection  being  introduced  from 
without  the  district. 


In  the  month  of  January,  three  eases  of  diphtheria 
two  in  the  same  street  at  Baddeley  Green,  and  one  at  a 
Endon.  The  last  case  was  removed  to  Hospital,  but  the  | 


■occurred, 
I  arm  near 
ia rents  in 
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the  other  cases  refused  to  let  the  patients  go.  In  February  a  case 
occurred  at  Stanley  Moor,  which  was  at  once  brought  into  the 
Leek  Isolation  Hospital.  Two  further  cases  occurred  at  Baddeley 
Green  in  one  household.  At  Stockton  Brook,  a  case  occurred  in 
the  house  of  a  greengrocer,  and  this  case  was  removed  to  Hospital. 
The  patient  attended  the  Baddeley  Green  School.  In  March,  a 
schoolboy  attending  the  Bagnall  School  contracted  the  disease,  and 
was  removed  to  Hospital.  A  second  case  occurred  in  a  school  girl, 
and  the  parents  refused  to  have  the  case  removed.  A  third  case 
of  a  pupil  occurred  two  days  later  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  about 
the  same  time  two  more  cases  occurred  at  Baddeley  Green,  and 
the  last  case  for  the  month  occurred  at  Stanley  Moor,  in  a  girl 
10  years  of  age  attending  the  Baddeley  Green  School.  This  last- 
case  was  detected  through  the  vigilance  of  the  School  Medical 
Officer,  who  reported  the  case. 

The  epidemic  seemed  to  have  exhausted  itself,  as  only  one  case 
was  notified,  a  woman  of  middle  age,  at  Endon,  during  April. 
May  passed  without  a  case  being  notified,  but  on  June  8th  a  boy 
of  4  was  reported  to  have  the  disease,  and  this  was  followed  by  a 
case  at  Endon  some  10  days  later,  and  another  case  at  Baddeley 
Green.  Early  in  August  there  were  two  more  cases  at  Baddeley 
Green,  and  in  September  the  disease  became  rampant  in  the 
Baddeley  Green  and  Stockton  Brook  districts,  no  fewer  than  13 
cases  occurring  in  the  month.  In  October  the  number  diminished 
to  G,  in  November  to  3,  and  in  December  to  1. 
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The  cases  were  visited,  and  instructions  given  to  the  guar¬ 
dians  as  to  isolation,  and  the  prevention  of  infection,  but  it  is 
a  very  difficult  matter  to  have  these  instructions  carried  out. 
I  heard  of  one  case  in  which  the  parents  carefully  isolated  the  case 
during  the  day,  and  then  at  bed-time  carried  the  patient  upstairs, 
and  put  him  to  sleep  with  the  other  children. 

The  persistence  of  the  infection  and  the  difficulty  of  thorough 
disinfection  makes  it  highly  desirable  that  diphtheria  cases  should 
be  treated  in  Hospital.  Further,  the  long  persistence  of  the  in¬ 
fection  in  the  throats  of  some  patients  who  have  recovered  from 
the  disease,  makes  it  highly  desirable  that  they  should  be  under 
observation  until  the  throat  is  absolutely  free.  Every  facility  is 
given  by  the  County  for  Medical  Men  having  swabs  of  the  throat 
of  suspicious  cases  and  convalescents  examined  by  the  Bacteriol¬ 
ogist.  It  will  be  noticed  that  all  the  cases  occurred  towards  the 
Potteries,  where  the  disease  has  been  persistent  during  the  year. 

On  the  13th  July  a  case  of  ccrebro  spinal  meningitis  occurred 
in  a  van  situated  in  a  field  near  Bnddcley  Green,  and  about  100 
yards  from  the  high  road.  The  patient  was  a  child  of  17  months. 
The  van.  with  the  parents,  a  daughter  of  10  years  of  age,  and  the 
child  arrived  from  Cobridge  on  the  11th.  The  child  took  ill  the 
same  night,  and  died  on  the  12th.  I  visited  the  van  as  soon  ns 
I  received  the  notification,  and  found  that  the  three  contacts  had 
gone  home  to  Cobridge,  leaving  the  corpse  locked  up  in  the  van. 


I  wrote  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  Stoke,  giving  him 
details,  and  the  names'  and  address  of  the  family,  and  had  the  van 
thoroughly  disinfected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  Tinster’s  Wood  Hospital,  with  its  surrounding  ground, 
was  acquired  by  the  Council  in  1894,  and  from  that  date  until 
July,  1915,  4(52  cases  have  been  treated  here  with  17  deaths.  As 
the  accommodation  was  regarded  as  inadequate,  and  the  arrange¬ 
ments  defective,  the  Council  have  spent  much  time  in  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  schemes  for  the  erection  of  a  new  Hospital.  Plans 
were  prepared  for  the  erection  of  a  permanent  building  to  accom¬ 
modate  in  different  blocks  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria, 
but  as  the  cost  would  probably  have  been  £4,000,  it  was  agreed 
that  such  an  outlay  at  the  present  time  would  be  unjustifiable. 
Another  scheme  put  before  the  Council  by  Messrs.  Humphreys,  for 
the  erection  of  a  Hospital,  consisting  of  asbestos  panelling,  also  of 
two  blocks,  with  a  mortuary  and  disinfecting  chamber,  costing 
£1,027,  exclusive  of  levelling,  plumbing,  heating  and  lighting,  was 
deferred.  Messrs.  Humphreys  later  submitted  a  scheme  for  the 
accommodation  of  six  patients  at  a  cost  of  £335,  but  it  was  finally 
agreed  to  erect,  according  to  a  plan  submitted  by  Mr.  Moss,  con¬ 
tractor,  Milton,  a  corrugated  iron  hospital,  of  two  small  wards  with 
nurses  rooms,  bath-room.  etc.  This  decision  was  taken  late  in 
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August,  and  the  work  was  at  once  begun,  and  quickly  earned 
through  by  Mr.  Moss,  and  on  the  -1st  December  six  patients  were 
removed  from  the  old  premises  to  the  new  wards. 

That  the  new  hospital  was  urgently  required,  no  one  who  has 
seen  the  old  premises  could  have  any  doubt,  nor  can  there  be  any 
doubt  of  the  advantages  which  the  patients  will  gain  by  the 
change.  The  new  erection,  with  levelling,  will  cost  something  less 
than  £600. 

Arrangements  have  been  in  existence  for  several  years  with 
the  Leek  Urban  Council  for  the  reception  of  cases  into  their 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Leek,  but  so  far  as  scarlet  fever  cases  are 
concerned,  it  is  not  likely  now  that  the  new  Hospital  at  Tinster’s 
Mood  is  in  existence,  that  this  arrangement  will  he  largely  taken 
advantage  of. 

During  the  year  36  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  treated  at 
linstei  s  Wood;  ~1  eases  at  the  Leek  Isolation  Hospital  ;  and 
4  cases  of  diphtheria  at  the  latter  institution. 

T  must  again  express  my  appreciation  of  the  thorough  and 
sympathetic  manner  in  which  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ellerton.  perform  their 
duties  at  Tinster’s  Wood.  The  nursing  at  times  has  been  very 
heavy,  but  has  been  carried  out  in  an  unremitting  and  devoted 


fashion.

POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS. 

During  the  year  there  were  seven  cases  of  pollution  of  streams. 
Notices  were  served,  and  complied  with. 

OVERCROWDING  AND  UNINHABITABLE  HOUSES. 

Nine  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  reported— six  in  Norton, 
two  in  Longnor,  and  one  in  Leek  and  Leekfrith.  All  these  cases 
have  been  investigated,  and  in  all  cases  the  overcrowding  was 
stopped. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  knackers’  yard  at  Norton  has  been  visited  several  times, 
and  found  to  be  satisfactorily  managed.  In  reference  to  reports 
of  the  export  oH  pickled  meat  from  this  yard  to  the  Continent, 
I  made  investigations  for  the  Local  Government  Board,  which  I 
believe  proved  satisfactory. 

The  slaughter-houses  in  the  district  have  been  inspected 
periodically  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  SHOPS. 

There  are  96  registered  milk-sellers  in  the  district,  whose 
premises  have  been  regularly  visited. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AMONGST  MILK-SELLERS. 

Two  cases  of  infectious  disease,  both  of  scarlet  fever,  occurred

in  bouses  of  two  milk-sellers.  These  were  removed  to  Tinster's 
Wood  Hospital,  and  the  premises  disinfected. 

Causes  of  complaint  were  found  in  eight  instances,  two  where 
limewashing  was  required,  three  in  which  the  drainage  was  bad, 
and  three  in  which  the  ventilation  was  defective. 

The  requisite  notices  were  given,  and  have  been  com¬ 
plied  with.
